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REMARKS 

With this Amendment, claims 1, 4, 8, 12, 16, 20, 24, 32, 39, 43, 47, 51, 55, 63, and 64 are 
cancelled and new claims 70-75 are added. Therefore, claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-1 1, 13-15, 17-19, 21- 
23, 25-31, 33-38, 40-42, 44-46, 48-50, 52-54, 56-62, and 65-75 are all the claims currently 
pending in this Application. 

New Claims and Claim Amendments 

With this Amendment, Applicants add new claims 70-75 in order more fully to cover 

various aspects of Applicants' invention as disclosed in the specification. Claims 70 and 73 are 
supported in the originally-filed specification at least at page 6, lines 5-12. Claims 71 and 74 are 
supported in the originally-filed specification at least at page 9, lines 12-17. Claims 72 and 75 are 
supported in the originally- filed specification at least at page 9, lines 20-21 . 

Claims 1, 4, 8, 12, 16, 20, 24, 32, 39, 43, 47, 51, 55, 63, and 64 are cancelled. 

Claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-1 1, 13-15, 17-19, 21-23, 25-31 are amended to depend ultimately 
from new claim 70. 

Claims 33-38, 40-42, 44-46, 48-50, 52-54, 56-62, and 65-69 are amended to depend 
ultimately from new claim 73. 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 1-69 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over Kano 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,359,513) in view of Hiyama (U.S. Patent 5,379,757). 
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Applicants submit that new independent claims 70-75 are patentable over the cited 
combination of references, and claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-11, 13-15, 17-19, 21-23, 25-31, 33-38, 40-42, 
44-46, 48-50, 52-54, 56-62, and 65-69 are patentable at least by virtue of their dependence. 

The cited references fail to teach or suggest storing the two or more sets of base image 
data and attaching the history data to the stored two or more sets of base image data, as recited in 
claim 70 (see also, claim 73). 

The cited references fail to teach or suggest history data comprising one or more of a 
name of the patient, dates on which the two or more sets of base image data were obtained, an 
identification number or name of an imaged portion of the patient, and an angle of imaging the 
patient, as recited in claim 71 (see also claim 74). 

The cited references fail to teach or suggest history data comprising one o more of a 
name of the patient, a date on which the inter-image operation is carried out, an identification 
number or name of an imaged portion of the patient, and an angle of the imaging of the patient, 
as recited in claim 71 (see also claim 75). 

Therefore, in view of the above allowance of claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-11, 13-15, 17-19, 21-23, 
25-31, 33-38, 40-42, 44-46, 48-50, 52-54, 56-62, and 65-75 is respectfully requested.
